KEEPING RAILROADS ALIVE ~—¥ 


Western manufacturers and western railroads are justified in 
their alarm over ever increasing quantities of manufactured products 
coming to the Pacific coast via the Panama canal. 

In 1919 the canal handled 6,981,996 tons of freight, as com- 
pared to 26,633,996 tons in 1924, indicating that vajume 1s 1n- 
creasing each year. ; 

Manufacturers and railroad systems have to meet this compett- 
tion in interior points while consumers in Pacific coast harbor cities - 
enjoy competition between railroad and water shipments. 

Transcontinental railways can survive and compete with the 
Panama canal only by profitable freight earnings to and from the 
vast interior commonwealths. 

Legislation which would make railroad competition with the 
Panama canal impossible would reduce them to short haul carriers 
serving only interior states. 

As opposed to sectional and political rate-making, the discre- 
tion now lodged in the Interstate Commerce Commission by the 
present transportation act makes it possible to keep the trans- 
continental railroads alive.

When public officials take a firm stand for economy along ra- 
tional lines in public affairs, they are deserving of commedation. 
Since the inauguration of the direct primary and the initiative in 
referendum, there has been a growing tendency for legislators and 
state executives to “pass the buck” to the people on important 
measures where political issues are involved. 

A bitter fight was staged in the California legislature to in- 
crease the gasoline tax from two to three cents a gallon on the 
theory that if such increase was not made the road program of 
California would be crippled. The bill’: was passed on a close vote. 
Governor Richardson could easily have dodged responsibility and 
played politics by signing the bill under the excuse that it could 
later be referred to the people or amended. This he refused to do
